It may be M well to state in the be¬ 
ginning of this paper what pollen ia. 

It is that ysllow powdery substanoe 
produced in abundance on the stamens 
of plants, and which many of us have 
no doabt seen adhering to the lege and 
heads of base after leaving some of our 
flowers. Pollen is great 

abundance, 999 particles of it are pro¬ 
bably wasted. Nature has been par¬ 
ticularly lavish in this direction to se¬ 
cure the reproduction of plants, as 
without pollen there can be no seed. 

It has been observed that nature multi¬ 
plies her resources to an even greater 
degree than here mentioned when the 
pollen bearing plant is separated by a 
long distance from the fruit or seed 
bearing flower. Henoe the peculiarity 
often observed by those living near 
pine forests, where the pollen falls 
from the trees In such abundance as to 
cause what Is termed “a sulphur rain.” 

In some of our lakeB also in the month 
of July there occurs a peculiar 
phenomenon. Take Hay Bay for ex¬ 
ample), as it is near by, and the fact 
as here stated can be verified if any¬ 
one doubt its acouracy. This great 
body of water becomes, during the 
month mentioned, literally suffused 
with yellowish duet. This is called by 
many residents on Its banks "the lake 
purifying itself,” others say “the 
wator is in blow.” A peculiarity of 
this “blow” or blossom, lies in the fact 
that where the phenomenon takes place 
there are a great—a very great'num^ 
ber of weeds. The peeuliar sulphurous 
appearance of the water in Hay Bay 
extends in part to the Bay of Quinte, 
but to that part only where weeds are 
plentiful, while in pants where there is 
a stony bottom and shores the "bloom” 

Is not app&rant. What more probable 
than that this peculiar appearanco of 
tbe water is due to the weeds liberat¬ 
ing their pollen? and is in fact only a 
watery repetition of the sulphur rain. 

A word or two will not be out of 
place now as to that part of flowers 
which receive the pollen namely the 
pistils. At the time of impregnation, 
or when the pollen dust is utilized, the 
ends of the pistils become slightly 
moist, and the grains of pollen adher¬ 
ing thereto sprout and send down a 
minute tube to the embryo seeds which 
are placed at the lower end of the pis¬ 
tils. The seed becomes fertilized and 
begins to develop, and where fruit or 
vegetables form tbe outside covering 
of the seed, these begin to grow. 

This is in brief, “Fertilization by 
Pollen.” 

But this paper would fall very far 
short of the object aimed at by the 
writer if a halt were now made. 

What we call a flower is somewhat 
difficult of description. We notice 
with great gratification the beauty of 
the envelope, the calyx und corolla, 
whioh surround Mie true floral ap¬ 
paratus, and but seldom seek to en¬ 
quire furthur. Enough that the flower 
chastely beautiful or gloriously 
gorgeous, or that it gives forth a very 
pleasant fragrance. In the eyes of the 
botanist however the true flower is 
found in and among the little filaments 
growing in the centre. Here the stamen 
grows and here also generally are found 
the pistils, upon which some of the 
pollen from the stamens naturally falls 
and fertilizes the plant so that seed 
may be produced. This only happens 
however in what is called “the perfect 
flower.” Some plants have two very 
distinct kinds of flowers, one bearing 
stamens and producing pollen the other 
bearing pistils and the seed in embryo. 

This is exemplified in the case el~fche 
homely pumpkin and squash, cucumber, 
etc. Hero may be found the ‘ false” 
and "true” blossoms, popularly so call¬ 
ed ; but unless the pollen from tho 
false blossom is by some means con- j seedless fruit,

Apply trees are supposed to produce 
perfect flowers, that is flowers which 
will become pollenised without aid 
from another tree. 8 uch , is found by 
experiments recently conducted not to 
be quite correct. While some apple 
trees will bear fruit plentifully with¬ 
out fertilization other than is given 
by pollen produced in its ovtn flowers, 
others will not, and require to be 
planted in mixed groups to secure good 
results. 

Apples require five distinct pollen- 
isations. Often we see apples pretty 
well developed on one side, while the 
other is shrunken away. This defect 
is caused by insufficient impregnation. 

Many apple trees have been recently 
discovered to be self sterile, among 
them being such well-known vari#ties 
as tho'Northern Spy, King, Red As- 
trachan and Tolraan Sweet; while 
among the self fertile may be number¬ 
ed the Baldwin and Rhode Island 
Greening. 

A Mr. George Fisher has a block of 
four hundred Northern Spy apple trees, 
now 18 years old, and which have not 
borne fruit. When he again plants an 
apple orchard he will likely put 20 
varieties into a four hundred tree 
block aud keep a colony of bees quite 
handy. 

In pears, while there is a large list 
which are self fertile there ks still a 
larger list of trees which aje not so. 
Among the self fertile are the well 
known Flemish Beauty and the Seckel, 
while among those which require 
pollen fro* other sources are the Bart¬ 
lett and Clapp’s Favorite. 

For many years grapes of all kinds 
were considered self fertile, but recent 
investigations have! disclosed a very 
different state of affairs. 

Pears will fully develop when sup¬ 
plied with apple pollen. Currants will 
fruit abundant^ from gooseberry 
pollen, and neach trees will do well if 
within reach of oherry pollen. A cross 
of pollen sometimes however produces

blossoms, that is the blossom with the 
fruit at the end, so that neither bee, 
insect, fly, nor wind can carry pollen 
to it. Watch the flower expand and 
gradually decay. Then take notice of 
the fruit or vegetable, and observe that 
decay has also commenced here at the 
point ot junction with the flower. A 
nurseryman who grows a large number 
of early encumbers under glass actual 
ly introduced a colony of beSar into his 
green house to fertilize the growing 
plants, being a much easier method 
than doing so by hand although the 
pollen from the false flower is easily 
transferred to the true. 

There is again another family of 
plants where the pollen producer and 
the fruit bearer are entirely seTaroter 
and in this case'to insure a crop two 
plants or trees must be grown. Th’ffc 
is the case with the date., Tho first* 
travellers among the Orientals tell of 
the custom prevalent among them of 
planting the fruit producing- date 
tree to the leeward of the stamen pro¬ 
ducing variety, in order that the pro¬ 
lific dust might be the easier conveyed 
by the wind. A story is also told of 
a famous Gerwjav living at Berlin who 
owned a fruit growing palm, which 
each year bore numerous flowers but 
fruit did not result. Having learned 
of the existence of a stamen hearing 
palm at Dresden, he sent for some of 
the pollen dust, in order to artificially 
impregnate the one in his possession. 
The pollen was immediately sent to 
him and in a short time after he had 
sprinkled it upon the flowers of his 
tree, he had the gratification of seeing 
a number of fruit develop. 

Insects, hoes particularly, play a 
great part in vegetable life. While 
working their way from flower to 
flower the pollen from the stamens is 
carried to the pistils. Farmers on the 
banks of the Rhine have remarked 
that the orchards in which bees are 
reared are more productive than those 
where there a,e none. 

Science, says Pouchot, religiously 
preserves the history of two palm trees 
which wore grown in Italy. One of 
them grew in the vicinity of Otranto, 
it was a fruit bearing tree and annual¬ 
ly covered with luxuriant flowers, yet 
for years it remained sterile. Every 
year eaw the large number of flowers 
and the hope that fruit would appear, 
but bitter disappointment succeeded 
bitter disappointment. It may then be 
imagined how general was tho as¬ 
tonishment when the palm tree of 
Otranto ^ras at last, after so many de¬ 
lusive promises, seen laden with fruit. 
It was then learned upon enquiry being 
made that another palm tree a pollen 
producer had that year blossomed for 
the first time at Brindisi. Tliore could 
ho no doubt about the matter the wind 
carrying away the pollen from the 
latter had impregnated the flowers of 
the other with it, conveying thus the 
life-giving dust a distance of fifteen 
leagues. 

It is a fact well known to most fruit 
growers that the same kind of tree 
planted in different locations varies 
very much in yield of fruit. ^This 
may he accounted for partly by differ¬ 
ent conditions in cultivation, or by 
variety of soil. But often even though 
these conditions are the samo the re¬ 
sult varies still. Another way of ac¬ 
counting for this peculiarity has 
recently arisen, In the one locality 
fertilization by pollen is an assured 
fact, while in the other the bee is not 
very ‘prevalent. 

A block of Baldwin apples, 50 or 
more acres in extent, was set out some 
years ago by an enterprising fruit 
grower, the trees being planted 30 feet 
distant each way. These trees have 
failed to fruit, save sparingly along 
tho outside margins. The reason why 
seems to have puzzled the owner, al¬ 
though it is fair to suppose the wind 
does not move the polleu in tho centre 
of the block, and the bee is probably 

not kfint. on th« ni-AminAa 


er near Hay Bay planting a few acres 
of strawberry plants and naturally in- 
qifited as to what varieties of straw¬ 
berries were found to be the most pro¬ 
fitable. The answer was to the effect 
that four rows of plants were being set 
out whose distinguishing characteris¬ 
tic was size and flavour. A flffh row 
was then introduced of a kind which 
was celebrated for its prolific bearing. 
The bees we very fairly suppose do the 
rest, or tho #iud and the bees together 
for not a doubt can be entertained, but 
that the whole field will blend. 

In conclusion it may not be out of 
place to say a word atfcut that indus¬ 
trious distributor of pollen, the bee. 
The wind is sufficient in many cases 
to secure a wide distribution of pqilen, 
hut in orchards the wind Is hardly felt 
at the time when the fruit is forming, 
the new foliage certainly obstructing a 
free play of the breeze. Boreas, rude 
though he be, certainly does not force 
his way into many places where tho 
bee has full access. The honey bee is 
therefore tho best to be depended upon 
to fertilize the fruit ancLJlower. 

After all man’s skill in planting, in 
searching the earth for new varieties, 
in hybridising, grafting, and careful 
cultivation, he must rely mainly on 
nature’s own method of fructification. 
The busy bee and the favoring wind 
are necessary to the dissemination ot 
the polleu to fertilize the blossom, 
without which there can be no harvest 
of seed or fruit. It has been calculat¬ 
ed by observant horticulturists that 
for one-third of our fruit crop we 
are indebted to the bee. The drop of 
honey in the flower is really of no use 
so far as the fruit or flower is concern-., 
ed, but it entices the bee to enter and 
as tho honey is so placed that to get it 
the bee must brush against the stamen 
or the instils, fertilization is secured. 
But if the pollen is essential to the 
flower that is to be succeeded by fruit 
so is it also essential to the bee in 
furnishing proper food forits young. 
So horticulturist and bee keeper can 
march along hand in hand each help¬ 
ing tho other to the wished for success 
and gathering in of the shekels, which 
mercenary result seems to be nearly the 
only object in view with too many of 
us to-day. This is not so much the 
eaho with the cultivator of flowers who 
gardens to excite the purest emotions 
and never looks for profit. 'Tis his 
pleasure to have beautiful things 
around him, and what more beautiful 
and cha-te than the flowers. Of such

It is with regret we are oalled upon to 
chronicle the death of Mrs. Sophia Boyd, 
who was asphyxiated by escaping gas from 
a coal stove, sometime between Tuesday 
evening and Wednesday morning. One of 
her neighbors, Mr. Thos. Fox,. becoming 
alarmed at the unusual quiet pervading her 
house on Thomas street, and inspecting 
that all was not riflht, communicated his 
fears to Mr. Donald McLiver, and together 
they repaired to her residence. On break 
ing open tfce door they were horrified to 
find the dead body ot Mrs Boyd, which 
showed every evidence of death by asphyxi¬ 
ation. She was laying in her bed, as she 
had retired the evening before, and tbe 
state of the room indicated that she had 
been very much indisposed daring the 
night. It was about two o’olook pm, 
when the remains were discovered, and 
the body was still warm in death. James 
Boyd, her son, who slept not over six feet 
fr. m tbo stove, while his mother slept in 
an adjoining room, was disoovered in a 
dazed and semi-conscious oondition, bat on 
being removed to the open air soon reoover 
ed. He would undoubtedly have succumb¬ 
ed, too, had not aid arrived. As it was, he 
was not rescued a moment too soon. He 
owes his life to the fact that he slept with 
the bed clothes over hibead." The oook 
stove and the coal stove are both in the 
same room. The pipes of the ,-ooal stove 
run into those from the cook stove. Ilia 
thpught that one stove took the draft from 
the other, thus allowing tbe gas 'Vo escape. 
Mrs Boyd was an honest, industrious resi¬ 
dent, and well thought of by tbe people for 
whom she worked, and those who were ac¬ 
quainted with her. Deceased was a widow, 
and leaves a family of 7 children, four 
daughters, Annie, Jennie, Aggie and Mary, 
all of Chicago, and three eons, \V4Jliam, of 
Chatham, John, supposed to be at the 
coast, and Janies, of Napanee The girls 
were notified of the<r mother's sudden 
death by telegraph, but the boys oould not 
be located. They aie expected home 4o- 
day, when arrangments for the funeral 
will be perfected. Mr*. Boyd was about 60 
y tuy of age.
